Dear Mr. Dulles s 

I am disturbed at the seemingly utter incompetence 
of United States intelligence. 

The Communist take-over of Cuba — 90 miles from 
our southern coast — - was aided by United States State Depart- 
ment decisions and actions of other government agencies j and 
it is nor mderstanding that such moves are made on the basis 
of intelligence supplied by your agency. From the beginning 
of CBS*s and other promotional Journalism building up Castro 
as the "George Washington" of Cuba a year or so before the 
take-over, I knew of Castro's Communist affiliations, and the 
available dossiers of his associates showed key ones to be 
members of the Communist international conspiracy. 

Yet, our government aided Castro and then immeasurably 
strengthened his hand by bringing him to Washington. 


_ Also, our intelligence on the USSR — the things you 
have said, and our Government's actions — indicates we do not 
really know what's going on over there, especially in space 
probes ^d missile development. It indicates an incompetence 
in our intelligence organization. 

Could you give me any reassurance at all? 

Please do not send any speech reprints, I've read 
^ur speeches, I want to know what happened in our terrible 
bidder in Cuba^ and I xvant to know xiihether our government is 
going to continue to sit idly by while the Reds expand their 
hold in Latin America.

1 have carefully noted your letter of December 19 
concerning United States intelligence and other matters. 

Frankly, although I admit I am prejudiced, I feel that our 
intelligence is somewhat better than what your letter would 
indicate, ax«i in particular the intelligence we had with re- 
spect to both developments in Cuba and Soviet plans for 
outer space, have been quite accurate. 

If you would review the circumstances of Castro’s 
visit to this country, you will find that he was not brought 
here by the govermnent but by private American organizations, 
and that intelligence, furthermore, cannot be held responsible 
for any journalistic or radio build-up that he may have received. 
I can assure you that the question of Communist penetration 
in this hemisphere is a matter on which we have obtained a 
great deal of information and taken a series of steps in this 
coxmection. 


You may be interested in a recent Congressional 
publication giving the testimony of the Deputy Director of CIA 
on this particular subject, a copy of which is enclosed.
